the pu.csui: and of the great interest they have ex- 
cited, ft is believed that the crowning benefit will 
be found in the better securities which may be de- 
vised for the. maintenance of peace among all 
American nations ‘and the settlement of ‘all conten- 
tions by methods that a Christian cfvilizgation can 
approve. While viewing with.interest our national 
resources and products, the delegates will, I am 
sure, finda higher satisfaction mthe évidences of 
unselfish friendship which everywhere attend their 
intercourse with our people. 
THE MARITIME CONGRESS. 


Another international conference, having great 
possibilities for good, has lately assembled, and ts 
now in session in this capital. An invitation was 
extended by the government, under the act of con- 

ress of July 9, 1888, to all maritime nations to send 
elegates to confer touching the revision end 
amendment of the rules and regulations governing 
vessels at sea, and to adopt a uniform system of 
marine signals, The response to this invitation 
very eneral and yory 

legates rom twenty-six na- 

are present in the conference, 

they have entered upon their  wseful\ 

work with great zeal and with an ardent apprecia- 
tion of its importance. So far as the agrecmeént to 
be reached may require legislation to give it effect, 
the co-operation of Con is confidently relied 
upon. It is an interesting, if not, Ihdeed,’an un- 
precedented fact that the two international confer- 
ences have brought together here the accredited 
representatives of thirty-three nations. Bolivia,* 
Ecuador and Honduras are now represented by res- 
ident envoys of the plenipotentiary grade. All the 
states of the American system now nraintain diplo~ 

matic representation at this capitol. 

In this connection it may be noted that all the 
nations of the western hemisphere, with one ex- 
ception, sent to Washington enyoys extraordinary 
and ministers plenipotentiary, being the highest 
grade actredited to this government. The United 
States, on the coutrary, sends envoys of a lower 
grade to some of our sister republics. Our repre- 
sentative in Paraguay and Urtguay is a 
minister resident, while to Bolivia we send 
a minister resident and consul general. In 
view of the importance of our _§rela- 
tions with the - states of the American 
system, our diplomatic agents in those countries 
should be of the uniform rank of envoy extraordi- 
nary aud minis@Pplenipotentiary. Certain missions 
were so elevated by the last congress with happy 
effect, and I recommend the completion of tle re- 
fourm thus begun, with the inclusion also of Hawaii 
and Hayti, in view of thew relations to the Ameri- 
can systems of states, I also recommend that timely 
provision be nade for extending to Hawaii any in- 
yitation to be represented in the international con- 
gress now siting at this capitol. 

The president then reviews the deliberations of 
theSamoan conference at. Berlin and gays: 

I trust that the effort# which have been made to 
effectan adjustment of this question will be pro- 
ductive of the permanent establishment of law and 
order in Samoa upon the basis of the maintenance 
oi the rightsand interests of the natives as well as 
these mighty powers. 

THE FISHERIES QUESTION. 

The questions.which have arisen during the past 
few days between Great Britain and the United 
States are in abeyance or in course of amicable ad 
justment. On the part of the government of the 
Dominion of Canada an eftort has been apparent 
during the-season just ended to administer the laws 
and regulations applicable to the fisheries with as 
little ocension for friction as was possible, and the 
temperate representations of the government iu 
respect of cases of undue berdship or of harsh in- 
terpretation bas been in most cases met with meas- 
ures of transitory relief. It is trusted the attain- 
ment of our just Nghts under existing treaties and 
in virtue of the concurrent legislation of the two 
contiguous countries will not be long deferred, and 
that all existing causes of difference may be equita- 
bly adjusted. _ 

I recommended that provision be made by an in- 
ternational agreement for a survey matking the 
water boundary between the Uniied States and 
Canada, in the narrow channels that join the great 
lakes. The conventional line therein traced by the 
northwestern boundary survey years ago, is not in 
ali cases readily ascertainable for the settlement of 
jurisdictional questions. 

A 4fubt and acceptable entargement of the list of 
offensés for which extradition may be claimed and 
granted is niost désirable between this country and 
(reat Britain, The territory of néither should be 
come a secure harbér for the evil-doers of the other 
through any avoidable shoricoming in this regard. 
A new treaty on this smbject between the two pow-

The recent revolution in Brazil in fevorofthe 
establishment ofa republican form of government 
is am evens nterest to the United States.

Our friendly intercourse with Brazil has, there- 
fore, suffered no interruption. - Our: minister has 
been further instructed to extend, on the part of 
this government, a formal and cordial recognition 
ofthe new republic, so soon as the majority of the 
people of Brazil jshall have signified: their assent 
to its establishment and maintenance. 

Within ourown borders a gene condition of 
prosperity prevails. The harvests of the last sum- 
mer were exceptionally abundant, and the trade 


- conditions now prevailing seem to promise«a suc- 


cessful season tothe merchant and manufacturer 
and general employment to our working people. 
CONDITION OF THE TREASURY. 

The report of the te Ba the pe a depart- 
ment for the year ending e 30, 2889, ‘has ‘been 

red and wiil be presented to congress. 

It présents with clearness the fiscil operations of 
the government, and I avail myself of ft to obtain 
some _ for use bere. The eggtece te receipts 
from all sources for thé year wélé $387,050;058.34; 
toms. $223, 892,731.69; 
from {nternal revenue, $130,881,513.92; from miscel- 
laneous sources, $32,335,803. 23. 

The ordinary expenditures forthe same perlod 
were $281, 996,615.60; and the total expenditures, in- 
cluding the sinking fund, were $329,579,929.25. The 
excess of receipts over expenditures was, after pro- 
viding for the sinking fund, $67,470,129. 

For the current fiscal year the total revenues, 
actual and estimated, are $385,000,000, and the ordi- 
nary expenditures, actual and estimated, are $293,- 
000,000; making, with the sinking fund, total expen» 
ditures $341,321,116,69; leaving an estimated surplus 
of $43,678, 883,91. 

During the fiscal year there was applied to the 

urchase of bonds, in addition to those for the sink- 
oo fund, $90,456,172.35; and during the first quarter 
of the current year the sum of $37,833,937.77, all of 
which were credited to the sinking fund. 

The reventes for the fiscal year ending June 30th, 
1891, are estimated by the treasury department at 

385,000,000; and the expenditures for the same 
period, including the sinking fund, at $341,430,477.70. 
This shows an estimated surplus for that year of 
$43,569,522.30, which is more likely to be increased 
than reduced, when the actual transactions are 
written up. P 

Tne existence of so large an actual and antici- 
pated surplus should have the immediate aitention 
of congress, with a view to reducing the receipts of 
the treasury to the needs oft the government as 
closely as may be. The ¢oliection of moneys 
not needed for public uses imposes an un- 
necessary burden upon our people, and the 
presence of 80 large a surplus in the public vault 
is a disturbing element in the conduct of private 
business. It has called into use expedients for put- 
ting it into circulation of very questionable pro- 
priety. We shotild not collect revenue for the pur- 
pose of anticipating our bonds, beyond the require- 
ments of the sinking fund; but any unappropriated 
surplus in the treasury should be used, as there is 
no other lawful way of returning the money to cir- 
culation, and the profit realized by the government 
offers a substantial advantage. The loauing of 
public fuads to the banxs, without interest upon the 
security of ernment bonds, I regard as an unau- 
thorized and dangerous expedient. Jt resultsin a 
temporary and unuatural increase of the banking 
capital of favored localities, and compels a ¢au- 
tious and gradual recafl of the d to ‘avoid 
injury to the commercial interests It is not to 
be expected that banks having these deposits will 
sel] their bonds to the treasury 80 ing Se the pres- 
ént highly beneficial anan nt conducted. 
They now practically get interest both upon the 
bonds and their proceeds. No further use should 
be made of this method of getting the surplus into 
circulation, and the deposits now outstanding 
should be gradually withdrawn and applied to the 
purchase of bonds. It is fortunate thatsuch a nse 
‘can be made of the existing surplus, and for some 
time to come, of any casual surplus that may exist, 
after copgress has taken the necessary steps for a 
redaction. of the revenue. ,SuchJegisiation should 
be promptly but very considerately emacted. 

ABOUT THE TARIFF.

COAST DEFENSE. 

Judged by modern staudards, we are practically 
without coast defenses. Many of the structures we 
have would enhance rather than diminish the per- 
ils of their garrigons tf gubjected to the fire ot im- 
proved gang, and very few are sO located as to give 
full effedt to the greater rangé of such gmns as we 
are now maxing for coast defense uses. This gen- 
erai subject has had consideration in congress for 
some years, and thé ap; ropriation for the construc- 
tion of large rifled guns, made one year ago, was, I 
am gure, the expression of a purchase to provide 
suitable works in which these guns might be 
mounted, 

An @ppropriation now made for that purpose 
would not advance the completion of the works be- 
yond our ability tosupply them with fairly effective 
guns. The security of our coast cities against for- 
elgn attack should not rest altogether in the friendly 
d ition of other nations. 1 here should be a sec- 
ond line wholly in ourown keeping. I very ur- 
gently recommend an appropriation at this session 
for the construction of such works in our most ex- 
posed harbors, I approve the suggestion of the sec- 
retarv olf war that provision be made for encamp- 
ing companies uf the national guard in our coast 
works for a specified time each year, and for their 
training in the use ofhegvy guns. His suggestion 
that an increase of the artillery force of the army is 
desirable, is also, in this cownection, commended to 
the consideration of congress. 

OUR HARBORS AND STREAMS. 

The improvement of our eee tans rivers and 
harbors should be promoted by the necessary appro- 
priations, Care should be taken that the govern- 
ment is not committed to the prosecution of works 
not of public and general advantage, and that the 
relative usefulnces of works of that class is not orer- 
looked, So far as this work can ever be said to be 
completed, I do not doubt that the end would be 
sOoner and more economically reached if fewer sep- 
arate works were undertaken at the same time, and 
those selected for their greater general fnterest were 
more rapidiy pushed to completion. A work once 
considerably begun should not be subjected to the 
risks and deterioration which interrupted or insufii- 
cient appropriations necessarily occasion.

The law hoW provides & Pension for every soldier 
aud sal.or who was mustered fnto the service of the 
United States’ during the civil war and is now suf- 
tering from wounds or disease having an origin in 
the Service and in the line of duty. Two of the nec- 
e facts, viz.; muster and disability, are usually 
susceptible of apsy proof, but the thira, origin fn the 
service, is ofte difficult, and in many deserving 
cases impossible to establish, That very many of 
those wlio endured the hardships ot our mst bloody 
and arduous campaign are now disabled from 
diseases that had a real but not traceable origin 
in the service I do not doubt. Besides, there is 
another class composed of men many of whom 
served an enlistment of three years, of re-enlisted 
veterans who added a fourth year of service, who 
escaped the casualties of Battle and the asseults of 
disease, who were always ready for auy detall, who 
were in every battle live of their command, and 
were mustered out in sound health, and have since 
the close of the war, while fighting with the same 
indomitable and independent spirit the contests of 
civil life, been overcome by discase or casualty. 

Iam not unaware thatthe pension roll already 
involves a very large annual expenditure; 
neither am I deterred by that fact from recom- 
mending that congress grant a pension tosuch hon- 
orably discharged soldiers and sailors of the civil 
war as, having rendered substantial service during 
the war, are now dependent upon their own labor 
tor maintenante, and by disease or casualty are in- 
capacitated from earning it. Many of the men who 
would be incladed in this form of relief are now de. 

ndent upon public aid, andit does not, in my 
judgment, consist with national honor that they 
shall continue to subsist upon the local relief given 

discriminately to paupers, Instead of upon the 
special and generous provision of the natin they 
served so gallantly and unselfishly. Our people 
wiil, Iam sure, very generaily approve such legis~ 
lation, and 1am equally sure that the survivors of 
the union army and navy will feel a great sense of 
relief when the worthy and suffering class of their 
comrades are fairly cared for.. There are some 
manifest inequalities in the existing law that should 
be remedied.

Noevil, how- 
ever deplorable, can justify the assumption, either 
on the part of the executive or of congress, of pow- 
ers not granted, but both will be highly 
Dla nable if all powers granted are not wisely

The power to take the whole direction and control 
of the election of the members of the house of repre~ 
gpeniatives is clearly given to the general govern- 
ment.

THE DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS, 


A Good Attendance, But Not Much Business 
Done. 


WASHINGTON, December 3.—Democratic 
representatives held a caucus tonight in pursuance 
of the order made at the adjournment of the caucus 
yesterday. There was a good attendance, more 
than one hundred members being present. Mr, 
Holman, of Indiana, wus elected chairman of the 
caucis, to succeed the late Representative Cox, of 
New York, Mr. Carlisle having declined the post. 

Foliowing the time- honored custom, the republi- 
cau majority had signified their willingness to aliow 
the democratic minority to retain one of their party 
in the employ of the doorkeeper, and the caucus to- 
- night selected Isaac Hi 1, now an assistant sergeant« 
at-arms, as the employe who should be so retained, 
and made it his duty to preserve the secrecy of the 
caucis, Messrs, Wilson, of West Virginia, and 
Blanchard, of Louisiana, were re-elected secretaries 
of the caucus. 

When these preliminaries had been disposed of, 
Mr. Oates, of Alabama, offered a resolution provid- 
ang for the appointment of a committee of fifteen 
members, headed by ex- Speaker Carlisle, to under- 
take the care of the political interests of the minor- 
ity, Or to discharge the duties of what is commonly 
known as the “steering committee.”’ 

Opposition immediately developed. Mr. Blount, 
of Georvia, strongly objected to the delegation of 
individual powers and rights to any committee, and 
found a number of other reasons why the resolution 
should not be adopted. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas, was also opposed

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Mr. Harrison’s Message, 

We print elsewhere the first message of 
Mr. Harrison to Congress. From begin- 
ning to end it is a labored document, 
There is nothing bright about it—no hint 
of that buoyancy that is one of the Amer- 
ican characteristics. A duller or a heavier 
state paper was never hurled at the heads of 
a helpless congress and public. 

And yet, the fact that it is intended to 
be an ambitious document is shownin the 
dreary attempt the president makes to 
cover the history of our country since he 
took up his residence at the White House. 
He has evidently kept a scrap-book, and his 
effort to utilize the editorial articles of the 
New York Tribune and the Cincinnati 
Commercial Gazette, and to combine them 
with an extended synopsis of the contents 
of the news columns is painful indeed. 

Our foreign relations are in a very fine 
rondition. We are shaking hands with 
France, smiling with Germany, sneezing 
with Russia, drinking ’arf-an’—’arf with 
John Bull, and are preparing to tie a blue 
ribbon on Brazil's broad and Amazonian 
bosom. We have the pan-American con- 
gress in our midst, so to speak, and every- 
thing is ina lovely condition, The dele- 
gates have visited John Wanamaker’s bar- 
gain counter, and, as a consequence, are 
prepared to go home and tell wonderful 
stories of the grandeur of our republic and 
its floor-walkers. 

Notwithstanding the performance of Tan- 
ner, the surplus still seems to be a threaten- 
ing affair. Mr. Harrison looks askance at it 
in his message, and remarks that the collec- 
tion of moneys not needed for public pur- 
poses are unnecesssary burdens on the peo- 
ple. This is a good democratic doctrine, 
but it is employed in the messagein a per- 
functory way, for, a little later, the presi- 
dent advocates a large addition to the pen- 
siou list, which already absorbs a sum of 
money larger than that required to support 
Germany’s standing army. 

The president regards the loaning of the 
public funds to the banks without interest 
upon the security of government bonds as 

unauthorized and dangerous, and he ap- 
proves the course of the secretary of the 
treasury in purchasing bonds with this 
money rather than with the funds in the 
treasury. The banks now practically get 
the interest on the bonds as well as their 
proceeds. 

As to the tariff, Mr. Harrison recom- 
mends a revision of the law both in its ad- 
ministrative features and in the schedules, 
but he insists that all changes shall be 
made so as not to impair the just and rea- 
sonable protection of our home industries. 
He also favors the removal of the internal 
tax on tobacco, which he characterizes as 
a burden on an important agricultural pro- 
duct imposed at a time when the revenue 
from cnstoms duties was insnfficient for the 
public needs. He also suggests the re- 
moval of the tax on spirits used in the arts 
and manufactures. Pe 

With respect to silver, the president is 
inclined to straddle the question, bnt after 
floundering along through a paragraph or 
two, the impression he leaves on the mind 
is that when he does conclude to get down 
off the fence he will land in the warm lap 
of the Wall streetsyren. Hesays that the 
evils predicted when the Bland bill became 
a law, havenot been realized. Neverthe— 
less he is not in favor of increasing the coin- 
age to $4,000,000 a month, nor is he in 
favor of free coinage. -Neither is he pre- 
pared to indorse the plan proposed by the 
secretary of the treasury, whichis to issue 
notes or certificates based on the deposit of 
silver bullion at its market value. The 
reason the president gives for opposing free 
coinage will afford rich reading to those 
who take thetrouble to compare his power- 
ful argument with the modest opinions of 
financial experts. 

The message touches on the Chinese ex- 
clusion act, and describes in terms almost 
pathetic the difficulty in keeping the moon- 
eyed Mongolian out of our _ glorious 
Jand of liberty. Mr. Harrison is in favor of 
geasonable appropriations for the improve- 
ment of our rivers and harbors, and he sug- 
gests the necessity of an international copy- 
rightlaw. . Healso advises the revision of 
our vaturalization laws, so as to enable the 
officers of the government to make the 
inquiry into the moral character and good 
disposition toward our institutions of the 
persons applying for citizenship more 
thorough. He says that those who are the 
avowed enemies of social order, and who 
come to our shores to swell the injurious 
influence and extend the evil practices of 
any association that defies the laws should 
mot only be denied citizenship, but 
doinicile. . 

The message touches on a great many 
subjects, but it is on the negro question that 
Mr. Harrison turns himself loose. Fortified 
by his scrap-book, he proceeds with the 
utmost enthusiasm to reproduce the partisan 
deliverances of Mr. William Chandler, Mr. 
Halstead and Mr. Whitelaw Reid, In this 
matter he goes as far as any partisan of the 
republican tribe. He has a word about 
patience, but he is far from patient. He 
thinks the negro problem should 
be solved by this generation, 
and says that the power to take 
the whole direction and control of the 
election of the members of the house of 
representatives is clearly given to the general 
government. He seems anxious to revive 
and renew the spirit of sectionalism, nor 
does he appear to care what becomes of the 
megro so long as his party has the mete 
keep up the race irritation. |

Restless Canada. 

’ ‘If the signs of the times mean anything, 
Canada is preparing to wheel into line 
with the American republics. 

Perhaps she will set up in business for 
herself, or it may be that she will knock at 
the doors uf the union for admission. 

Premier Mercier, of Quebec, one of the 
brightest and most influential politicians in 
Canada, is outspoken. He is doing every- 
thing in his power to favor the growth of 
an anti-British sentiment, and he fs silent 
when his. opponents charge him with 
working first for disruption, and then for 
annexation to the United States. 

The Montreal Herald, La Patrie, and 
other strong papers, both English and 
French, advocate the abolition of monarchy, 
and hint at Canadian Independence. 

Sooner or later our neighbor will come 
inside of Uncle Sam’s fence, or yo to house- 
keeping as a separate republic. Under the 
circumstances, it would be well to cultivate 
more intimate relations with our coming 
ally. 

Canada, or British North America, is 
about 600,000 square miles larger than the 
United States, if we leave out Alaska, The 
population numbers only about 5,000,000, 
The Canadian French element is more than 
one-fourth of the total population, and the 
Irish are a little more than one-fifth. The 
imports in 1887 amounted to $112,892,236, 
and the exports to $89,515,811. There are 
12,000 miles of railway, numerous manu- 
facturing industries, and forests and mines 
of incalculable value. Agriculture is a 
leadingand profitable industry. The cli- 
mate is not as severe as our people imagine. 
In many sections the winters are milder 
than they are in Massachusetts, 

Under favorable conditions, and with 
democratic and progressive ideas in the 
ascendancy, Canada is destined to become a 
thickly populated, prosperous and powerful 
country. Independence and annexation 
are matters for her own people to determine 
without outside interference. When the 
time comes, ourrepnblic will be ready to 
shake hands with her sister, and perhaps 
take her into partnership.
